CALEB POWERS LOSES 
IN THE FEDERAL COURT 



His Case Was Today Unanimously Re* 
to the Kentucky Courts 
For Trial. 



Washington. D. C. March 12 — In 
an opinion by Justice Harlan, the 
supreme court of the Cnlted States 
tlilN afternoon remanded the noted 
0>1»> Powers' rate to the Kentucky 
courts for trial. The opinion Ik unan- 
imous, and the court soya that the 
raw ia not removable to the federal 
court. 

The decision had been looked for- 
ward to with great Interest for sev- 
eral week*, and was expected two or 
three week* ago. In many quarters 
the opinion is no surprise, many of 
rowers" warmest friends doubt ins 
the success of the effort to get the 
case out of the state courts. 

Cowers completed his sixth year In 
jail last Saturday, and has had three 
trials Id the Kentucky court*, being 
twice given a life sentence, and once 
bring sentenced to death. Each time

owing to tine fact that many bodlet 
wtre probably destroyed by the Are 
which raged throughout the mine. 
There is little hope of getting out 
any miners alive or even discover 
ing the bodies. The public build- 
ings and most houses In town are 
ilrupcd in black. 

The whole region stands appalled 
at the terrible tragedy which has 
1. 1 ought sorrow to hundreds of fam- 
ilies. The vast mortuary camp Is 
under military guard, four hundred 
roldiers having arrived to assist in 
holding In check the crowds of dls- 
rarted mourners. For a time hope 
had been held out to tho people that 
'applngs on pipes by imprisoned 
men had been heard, but this hope 
finished and the people demand. 'tl 
admission to see the bodies and even 
threatened to break through the cor- 
don of troops who had the greatest 
difficulty In keeping the crowds 
I rom the pit.

Hepresentntivcs from «iuiro, Dan 
ville, Jacksonville, Mattoon.Pndu. ah 
and Vlncennes met ut the Itexford 
hotel yesterday morning for the pur- 
pose of selecting a w.h<dule for the 
Kitty league. * 

There were 15 schedules submitted 
for consideration, 12 of the numtirr 
being drawn up in Cairo, one by a 
Vlncennes player, one by a Padurah 
druggist and one by a Jacksonville, 
man. The last three were quickly 
laid aside aa they did not comply 
with the specifications In regard eith- 
er to the opening or closing dates, al- 
ignment of teams, excessive mileage 
or the lack of an even break in Sun- 
day and holiday games. 

Ten of the 12 schedules from Cai- 
ro, while satisfactory to Cairo, Fa- 
ducah and Vlncennes. did not suit 
thty three northern towns. Thla was 
expected from the first and attention 
directed to the deficiencies In them. 
The remaining two were gone over 
In detail and finally one drawn up by 
John II I .add after a mutual inter- 
change of dates between Jackson- 
ville. Danville, Mattoon and Vln- 
cennes, in whbh the first nam.-d was- 
ttansferred two Siiiidnv games for 
Labor da> . wa- accepted iinanimous- 
ly and the Cairo boy awarded the 
prize of 125. 

The work of selecting a schedule 
was not altogether a very pleasant 
task, there being some friction devel- 
o|Hd, but which was quickly smooth- 
ed away. 

I'nder the schedule Cairo and Pa- 
durah eaiih have nine Sundays and 
the Fourth of July at home. They 
each play two Sunday games on each 
others' grounds. In consideration of 
the fact that the two cities have a 
minimum mileage they get one less 
Sunday game than the other clrlea, 
while the cities that have the great- 
est mileage get two holidays. The 
season opens May .'. and closes Sep- 
tember 9. Cairo and Paducah open at 
home and close away .

At any rate, we 
hear that the question of the consti- 
tutionality will be raised against Chi 
bill and that the court of appeal* 
v 111 be asked to decide the matter."

I'nder the law Just passed by the 
legislature, a park board is created 
for second class cities, and is to be 
(imposed of five members, who will 
have charge of the park system of 
he c lues. A tax of 5c on ihe $im> 
can be levied to raise funds for the 
commission. 

The mityor Is very much interested 
in Ihe new bill, aud wants to secuie 
one or two good parks for the city. A 
few years ago he appointed a com- 
mission 10 look at the available sites 
.iroiind ihe city, and It was done. but 
us he had no authority to purchase 
ihcm. nothing was done at the time. 

The new council, however, has 
promised to take enre of the park, 
question and make an appropriation 
for a site, as a starter, they say. A 
number of the aldermen and councll- 
uien have been looking around for 
)ltes. and so. too. has the mayor, hut 
he will probably wait now until he 
has studied the bill and appointed 
his commission before anything defi- 
nite is done. 

• We should like to have a park of 
about l«o acres." said Mayor Yeiser 
today , "and we want it easy of ac- 
less. That Is one of the essentials, in 
my opinion." 

A 5c tax would give the park com- 
mission $5,000 a year, which would 
go a long way toward keeping up the 
parks. The property could be bought 
this year and paid for in yearly In- 
stallment.-, and In this way the bur- 
Mg would be light and this, no doubt 
is what will be done.

Louisville. Ky., March 12 — Caleb 
Powers Saturday completed six years 
In Kentucky Jails. He was arrested 
at I^xlngton March 10. 1900, on an 
Indictment from the Franklin circuit 
<ourt charging him with complicity 
in the inui.ler of \\'m. C.oehel. and on 
March 10. lSOti. he la In Jail at New- 
port waiting for the supreme court to 
say whether he shall be tried in the 
state courts or the I'nlted States 
court next. 

Powers has been tried three times 
In state courts. Twice he was sent- 
enced to life Imprisonment and the 
!ast time io dtath. Each time the 
court of appeals reversed his sent- 
ence. Before he could be tried a 
fourth time his attorneys went Into 
he federal court with the plea that 
in the Kentucky courts their client 
wa* being deprived of rights guaran- 
teed bim by the constitution of the 
I'nlted States. Judge Cochran of the 
Cnited States court for the eastern 
district of Kentucky assumed Juris- 
diction. The commonweal: h has fa- 
ken the tare Into the supreme court, 
asking that It be sent back to the 
state court. 

Another point that is Involved Is 
the validity of the pardon that was 
granted to Powers by \V. S. Taylor. 
His attorney* claim that this must he 
recognized, since the I'nlted States 
had nt that time recognized Ta.>lor 
as governor of Kentucky. This was 
brought about by a request from the 
pobtmasier at Frankfort for advite 
as to whom to send mail addressed to 
"The (iovcrnor of Kentucky." This 
was considered at a cabinet meeting, 
with President McKlnley in attend- 
ance, and It was decided that such 
mail should be sent to Taylor. Pow- 
ers la the most famous prisoner in 
the Cnited States. His case has at- 
tracted world-wide attention. De- 
spite his long imprisonment, he is in 
Kood health and spirits, due to his 
system of exercise and work. Hit 
years In prison have been spent 
In the Jails of IjOtiiaville, l^xington. 
Frankfort. Georgetown and Newport.

"Billy Smart" is dead and Satur- 
day night and Sunday morning there 
was crepe on the local I. 0. baggage 
room door in respect for the departed 
canine which made the baggage room 
Its headquarters.
